D. Pepper. In introducing the speaker, the President 
Stated that we « always expected spice from Mrs. Pepper.” 
We were not disappointed, but the treat furnished was 
wholesome withal. The -illustration of the great Corlizs 
engine at the Centennial in 1876 was used, our Society 
being likened to the engine, which could set all the work 
humming and buzzing if - the various societies were ' con- 
nected properly therewith.

$8 schools has a Board of Trustees composed of white and 
colored members, which is charged with the direct manage- 
ment of the institution, subject to approval by the Execu- 
tive Board of the Society, There are in all of these boards 
59 white and 23 colored members. There are 3 schools for 
the Indians in Indian Territory, with 23 teachers and an 
enrolment of 453. 


Words from Watchmen in the West. 


ROM the reports of General Superintendents of 
Missions and General State Missionaries, a few 
extracts only can be made, giving glimpses of 
the fields as seen from their watch-towers. 

Rev. O. A, Williams, D. D., whose field embraces Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, North Dakota, and South Dakota, says : 
« In the last ten years, 1,250,000 were added to the popula- 
tion of this district.

To Protect the Weak Races. 

T is gratifying to receive information from the supe#!r 
| tendent of the Reform Bureau, that the treaty for 1 
protection of the natives of Africa against intoxicants, to 
which the United States Senate gave its consent on Decen 
ber 14th, as a fitting close of nineteenth century legislation, 
will receive the formal adherence of the United States in a 
presidential proclamation as s00n as information, already 
asked of Belgium as to the nations that have already rati- 
fied it, is received. 

On December 6th, 1900, Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts. 
introduced the following resolution, which wagreferred 
the Committee on Foreign Relations : + Resolved, That in 
the opinion of this body the time has come when the pri: 
ciple, twice affirmed in international treaties for Central 
Africa, that native races should be protected against th 
destructive intoxicants, should be extended to all uncivilized 
peoples, by the enactment of such laws, and the making of 
sach treaties as will effectually prohibit the sale to aborig 
inal tribes and uncivilized races of fire-arms, opium, and 


' intdxicating beverages.” e 


The purpgse of the Lodge resolution is to make the rule 
passed for Africa of universal application. This measur: 
Should be urged as a necessity, in order to remove a fou! 
blot from our civilization. The strong ought to protec! 
rather than to destroy the weak and helpless races. 

It is likewise gratifying to be able to report that the 
United States Senate has voted, by- a large majority, to 
abolish the sale of all intoxicating liquors, including beer 
and wine, in the s0-called army canteens. — 7he Homiletic 
Review.
